TWO WEEKS 

Cost of Bridge Over Missouri 

May Lead to Defeat of 
Central Plan. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., 
State Board of Agriculture” voted at 
noon today to designate the central 
route from St. Louis through the Coun- 
ties of St. Louis, St. Charles and War- 
ren to New Florence in Montgomery 
County, as the official State highway 
for that distance. 

State Highway 
was given 10 days in which to investi- 
gute and report on the feasibility of the 
route from New Florence west to Kan- 
sas City. A decision will be reached 
two weeks from today. 

The route as far as selected will run 
through St. Charles, St. Peters, O'Fal- 
lon, Wentzville, Foristel, Wright City, 
Warrenton, Jonesburg and High Hill to 
New Florence. From this point, the 
route is in question. 

The Probable Route. 

The impression is that the Jefferson 
City-Fulton cut off will be adopted. 
This would carry the route on from 
New Florence through Danville, Min- 
eola and Williamsburg to Fultdn, 
thence to Jefferson City and west along 
the southern route through California, 
Tipton, Otterville, Sedalia, Warrens-

burg, Holden and Independence to Kan- 


sas City. 

From New Florence, however, 
routes are equally available. The Mont- 
gomery City cut-off which leads 
through Montgomery, Wellsville, Mar- 
tinsburg, Mexico, Glasgow and then 
over the central route to Kansas City 
offers an available route and more 
feasible perhaps than the route threugh 
the Mineola hills to Fulton.. This rough 
territory may prevent the *adoption of 
tthe Jefferson City-Fulton cut-off. 

The other route from New Florence 
which is open to the board is the cen- 
tral route through Fulton to.Columbia, 
Rocheport, Fayette, Glasgow, Gilliam, 
Slater, Marshall, Blackburn, Higgins- 
ville, Lexington, Levasy ‘and Independ- 
ence to Kansas City. 

Over Santa Fe Trail, 

This is over the Santa Fe trail and 
the Boon’s Lick Route from Kansas 
City to St. Louis. The difficulty to be 
encountered On this route is the neces- 
sity. for crossing the Missouri River. A 
bridge would cost frém $300,000 to $500,- 
000. It has been suggested, however, 
that the Chicago & Alton Bridge could 
be used at Glasgow. : 

The Central route to New Florence, 
Gov. Hadley said, was selected for tne 
reason that the Southern route offered 
difficulties through Gasconade and 
Osage counties and the Northern route 
¥éS too lonz and roundaho'i. 

E. W. Stephens of Columbia and Judge 
David H. Harris of Fulton, advocates 
of the Central route, and former Senator 
John Morton of Richmond and J. W. 
Gill of Montgomery, advocates of tie 
Northern route, appeared before the 
Board in arguments. today.

SIMON IS SAFE ON A SHIP 


Two Rebel Forces Moving on 
t Port au Prince and a Clash 
Is\ Feared.

PORT AU PRINCE, Haiti, Aug. 3.— 


Fraiti today is without a President or 
ganized government. The capital is 
eceupied by two revolutionary parties, 
headed respectively by Gen. Cincinnatus 
Leconte, a former Minister of the In- 
terior, and Gen. Antenor Firmin, who 
deserted his post as Haitien Minister to 
Great Britain to join the revolt against 
‘President Simon. 

'-& Committee of Public Safety, com- 
posed equally of Firminists, Leconteists 


and neutrals has been organized 
through the initiative of the diplomatic 
corps and is maintaining public order. 
German and British marines have been 
landed to aid the provisional authorities. 
’ Attempts at pillage have been made and 
several looters were shot. Energetic 
Treasures prevented any serious out- 
break. . 
American Guns Guard Simon. 
* Antoine Simon, the deposed President 
‘who was compelled to withdraw from 
the city, today was still on board the 
American schooner Bradford C. French, 
‘which is anchored in the harbor under 
the protection of the guns of the Amer- 
ican cruiser Chester. Simon awaits the 
arrival of a fruit steamer for Kingston, 
Jamaica. 
« His boarding of the schooner was 
due to a misunderstanding: He wished 
to go aboard the American’ cruiser 
Chester, but was directed by the Amer- 
diean officers to the American cruiser 
Des Moines, the senior ship. Simon 
failed to understand and went aboard 
the schooner. That craft moved off 
4nto the roadstead to where the Haitien 
warship 17 Decembre was anchored. 
Late last night the schooner moved 
over close to the Chester and a guard 
was sent from the cruiser on board the 
eschooner to protect her and Simon. 
+ Following the debarkation of Simon 
-there was an attempt to pillage ‘the 
business house of Makhlouff & Com- 
pany, the proprietors of which are Syri- 
ens.

White stuck to his tes- 
timony that he was working all the 
time for the good of the public. It: was 
aiso varied by differences with the tes- 
timony of James Keeley, general man- 
ager and editor of the Chicago Tribune, 
as to the price which White asked for 
his ' “corifession’” manuscript.. White 
testified that he asked only $3600 and 
not $40,000 or $650,000. 
Objected to Words. 

He told how he objected to the con- 
tract because it said he “offered to 
sell’’ his story to the Tribune. White 
said he did not offer to sell it, but he 
could not tell Senator Jones what words 
he would have used to describe what he 
had done. The witness said he was told 
that these words made no difference any 
way. He said he went to the Tribune 
with his manuscript because Edwin R. 
Wright, president of the Illinois State 
Federation of Labor suggested he see 
Editor McCormick of that paper. 

White complained that he did not 
have counsel when he made the contract 
and that he was placed in custody the 
very night. he signed it and kept in cus- 
tody for nearly eight months. When he 
protested against it, White said the of- 
ficers told him they had papers that 
might ‘“‘surprise’’ him. He testified that 
he heard State’s Attorney Wayman of 
Cook County tell the officers .to keep 
him in charge, and that he had heard 
that Wayman had the officers také him 
on trips to Wisconsin, Minnesota’ and 
Michigan, so as to keep him from ap- 
pearing before the Sangamon County 
grand jury. At times White said four 
officers were with him.’ 

Gave Men the Lie. 

In telling of visits to the homes of 
cther members of the Legislature to 
get evidence to support his manuscript, 
then unpublished, White said that De- 
tective Turner, who went with him for 
the Chicago Tribune, as he understood, 
told Representative Michael Link thar 
he represented ‘‘The Governor.” White 
testified of telling both Link and Rep- 
resentative Joseph S. Clark, respective- 
ly, in Turner’s presence, that they knew 
better when they. denied knowledge of 
corruption in the Legislature. ’ 

White said all his letters to Browne 
had not been produced; that because he 
“felt a little sorry for him,” he wrote 
to Browne on Feb. 26 or 27, 1910, saying 
he was going to expose affairs at 
Springfield and was sorry he must men- 
tion Browne’s name, but that he could 
not help it because Browne had paid 
$1000 Lorimer money and $900 “jack pot.” 

One letter from White to Lorimer in- 
formed the Senator that White was 
about to publish his exposure and had 
been offered $2 a word for his 30,000 
word manuscript. Lorimer replied:

company to the United States Steel 
corporation in 1907. 

“My mind was rather passive on the 
question,’’ said Topping. ‘I saw no rea- 
son from any viewpoint to sell the 
property. From Mr. Schley’s. view- 
point, I could see reasons why he 
should want to sell, and I aided him at 
his request to the extent of explaining 
to Lewis Cass Lenyard the advantages 
of the property.’’ 

“In those negotiations I did not rep- 
resent myself, nor the Tennessee syn- 
dicate. I merely was explaining the 
property as a favor to Mr. Schiey.”’ 

“Were you a member of the second 
Tennessee syndicate described by Mr. 
Schley yesterday?”. asked Chairman 
Stanley. 

“IT never heard of it until Mr. Schley 
described that second syndicate yes- 
Peston.» 

Poor Physical Condition, 

Toppings Said that when the syndi- 
cate took hold of the Tennessee com- 
pany the concern was in good finan- 
cial but poar physical: condition. It was 
making money but not enough to carry 
on necessary improvements. The syn- 
dicate expended about $6,000,000 on 1m- 
provements out of $8,000,000 set aside up 
to the time of the sale-to the steel cor- 
poration. 

Topping described the Harriman rail 
order for 157,500 tons three months be- 
fore the sale to the steel corporation. 

“We had sold the Harriman lines 
about 50,000 tons of rails before we re- 
ceived that big order,” said Topping. 

The statement by Mr. ‘Topping that 
the Tennessee cémpany sold about 60 
per cent of its pig’ iron in the North 
was regarded as curious by members 
of the committee, the general market for 
that producing field being: in Ps South. 
The witness said, however, that the 
company’s market for rails and other 
products was almost exclusively in the 
South; 


Gates Left Funds for Call. 

“At the time of this big -Harriman 
order,” Chairman Stanley inquired, 
‘‘was there any company in the United 
States bestdes the Tennessee company 
raking open hearth rails?’ 

“I think not.” 

“When John W. Gates left for Europe 
what provision had he made to protect 
his Tennessee stock?’’ 

‘“Mr:; Gates told me," said Topping, 
“that he had left sufficient. funds’ to 
meet calls on: the last stock subscrip- 
tion of 12% per cent.’’ 

The witness said he knew nothing 
about Gates offering Grant B. Schley 
$5,000,000 in securities to help save the 
firm of Moore & Schley. 

Asked why the independent steel com- 
panies have never demanded a revision 
of the steel corporation railroad rates, 
the witness, replied that perhaps it was 
because the pressure brought to bear 
has not been enough to justify making 
complaint. 

‘Well, do members of the United 
States Steel Corporation pay as much 
as you do?’’ 

“That depends. on 
the stockholders ‘of steel 
plants own din the 
roads,’ said Topping.

NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—Former United 
States Senator Edward Murphy of Troy, 
N. Y., died at his summer home at El- 
beron, N. J., early today as the result 
of an ration which he underwent 
two weeks ago for an enlarged abdom- 
inal gland. He was 76 years old. 

Murphy was the father-in-law of ex- 
Mayor Hugh J. Grant, also dead. 

Following the operation Murphy ral- 
lied, and for a while it was believed that 
complete recovery would result, but last 
Tuesday there was a relapse. 

Before, daylight today it became ap- 
parent to the nurses and doctors that 
Mr. Murphy was failing rapidly and the 
members of the family were called and 
remained with him until death ensued. 

Murphy was born in Troy, N. Y., on 
Dec. 15, 1834. He became Mayor of 
Troy in 1875, holding that office until 
1883. He was chairman of the Demo- 
cratic State Committee of New York 
from 1887 to 1895, a delegate to the Na- 
tional Democratic conventions of 1880, 
1884 and 1888, and chairman of the New 
York delegation in. 1892. In 1893, two 
years before he retired as State chair- 
man, he was elected to the United: 
States Senate, ‘serving until 1899.

NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—Lawyer John 


S. Keith was indignant when asked 
what he had to say concerning the 
story from Biddeford Pool, in which an 
intimate friend of the Arnold family 
and the companion of Dorothy Arnold’s 
godmother and aunt, Mrs. Rufus W. 
Packham, intimated that not only was 
the girl alive, but that she would dis- 
close herself about October. It was said 
further that Miss Arnold, while allowing 
her parents to know that she is alive, 
had taken every precaution to prevent 
them from finding her. 

Keith could hardly restrain himself. 
jHolding onto the arms of his chair, he 
said: 

“T regret that the days of shooting 
editors has passed. When I first read 
the article I was ready to get a gun 
myself and search out the man who al- 
lowed such stuff to be printed. I am 
not exaggerating when I say that it was 
only my efforts that prevented the car- 
rying out of threats to riddle the World 
office with bullets.”’ 

“Who made the threats?’ 

“Was it John bald Arnold?” 

« “I can’t tell you.’ 

From Depraved Mind. 

“He was very hot,” Keith admitted. 
Then, addressing the reporter, he con- 
tinued. 

“If I had any idea that you had any 
part in the preparation of that story 1d 
chuck you out of my office.’’ 
| fhe reporter disclaimed any credit for 
the story and asked Keith ‘vhat was 
wrong with it. 

“The whole thing,”’ he declared. “It 
was not founded on any fact. It was an 
emanation from a depraved mind and is 
only on a par with other things that 
have appeared since Miss Arnold disap- 
peared. 

“If you had @ real claw on which 
to hang the story I slrould not object 
to it, or’ if you Pad given it as a 
theory. But no, yc} state outright 
that the girl will reappear in October. 

‘T want to tell you that the Arnold 
family know nothing of Dorothy’s 
whereabouts. It isn’t probable that 
Mr. and Mrs. Arnold would have 
visited morgues on the chance of 
identifying decomposed bodies that 
had been picked up in the water as 
their daughter if they were sure she 
was alive. I might do something of 
the sort—just to keep up a bluff—but 
Mr. and Mrs. Arnold would not. 

Arnolds Persuaded to Sail.. 

‘Mr. and Mrs. Arnold did not go 
abroad to seek their daughter. They. 
have received no news directly or in- 
directly from her since she disap- 
peared. It was only after four 
months of constant effort that we 
finally prevailed upon Mr. Arnold to 
make the trip—and I am-not certain 
that they are abroad. 

“They did not sail on the Carpa- 
thia on June 15. Mr. Arnold was 
seated in this office on July 3, and it 
wasn't until] July 7 that ‘Jack’ Arnold 
came to me and said: ‘I’ve finally got 
the governor off.’ 

“We had requested District Attor- 
ney Whitman and Deputy Police Com- 
missioner Dougherty, with whom Mr. 
Arnold was tn frequent conference, to 
join us in our efforts to send Mr. ani 
Mrs. Arnold out of town. Now they 
are gone, but I don’t know where. I 
believe they are abroad, but I am not 
sure; and what's more I don’t want 
to be sure.

“Wherever the elder Arnolds have 
gone I believe ‘they have taken their 
younger daughter, Marjorie, with 
them.”

Gathering. |

BOSTON, Aug. 3.—Interesting address- 


es on advertising were given today at 
the general seszions which featured the 


third day of the convention of the As- 
sociated Advertising Clubs of America. 

At the forenoon session in Ford Hall, 
the opening speaker was Charles F. 
Jenkins of Philadelphia, whose. subject 
was “Advertising and Rural Standards 
of Living.’’ The Rev. Dr. George Wood 
Anderson of St. Louis followed with an 
address on “Advertising and Human 
Nature,’’ and Harriet Chalmers Adams 
of Washington spoke on “Advertising 
and Export Trade in Relation to Latin 
America.”’ 

“To manufacture is comparatively 
simple,’’ declared the Rev. Dr. Ander- 
son, ‘“‘but to successfully advertise the 
product is far more difficult proposi- 
tion. There must be a deep and under- 
standing knowledge of human nature. 

“Human nature is a queer critter and 
is what makes advertising difficult. 
The advertising man is not apt to make 
a success, unless he understands and 
feels the thoughts and sentiments that 
move other hearts and souls. The ad- 
vertising writer who tries to be witty, 
generally fails to succeed. Wit plays 
a small part and where it is used and 
makes one friend, it often loses a hun- 
dred friends. Nor is it enough to make 
advertising copy simply startling or in- 
genious. The public does not want the 
froth or the dregs of your intelligence, 
it wants the sustance.” 

‘The world hates an imitator. We 
don’t want imitation in goods, in name 
or in the wording of advertising, the 
imitator is a liar, a thief and a murr- 
derer.I would rather say that I sprang 
from a monkey, generations ago, than 
to pose as a man and live and ac~* like 
a human ape.”

NEW YORK, Aug. ‘3.—That “white 
hope” affair tonight between big Tom 
Kenney and Al Palzer has aroused a 
world of interest.

Tom O'Rourke has had him boxing in 
hour or two a day for 
several months, but has kept him out 
of competition except in two or three 
fights. He signed a five-year contract 
with Palzer, which shows just what 
Tom O'Rourke must think of him. 
Incidentally O’Rourke, who has de- 
veloped many great fighters in his 
time, has had just two of them under 
contract before this—Tom Sharkey 
and Joe Wolccit. 

In his former fights Palzer has made 
good, He won the “white hope’’ tour- 
nament run by Tom O'Rourke, some 
time ago, and showed then that he was 
a genuine fighter. He looks like a 
big Terry McGovern and he has some- 
thing of the McGovern fire in his ac- 
tion. in appearance he ig an ideal fight- 
er, big, rugged, wiry and round-jawed. 

Both Ideal Athletes. 

Kennedy and Palzer are among the 
biggest of ig men who may have 
designs oi ina tadagisiatity in the fu- 
ture. Palzer weighs 210 pounds stripped, 
Kennedy 214. Palzer is. lean at the 
weight. Kennedy is of a top-heavy build 
with great shoulders and a body: a 
little too heavy in proportion and light 
legs.

National Golf Body 
at Last Legalizes | 
Bogey Competitions 


NEW YORK, Aug. 8.—The Executive 
Committee of the United States Golf Asso- 
ciation has finally legalized bogey play. Rules 
have been adopted for bogey, which is de- 
fined as a series of stroke compétitions, in 
which play is against a fixed score at each 
hole of the stupilated round or rounds, the 
winner being the competitor who is most 
successful in the aggregate of those compe- 
titione. 

The rules for stroke competitions shall 
apply with the following exceptions: 

1. Any hole for which a competitor makes 
no return shall be regarded as a loss. The 
marker shall only be, responsible for the 
marking of the correct number of ‘strokes 
at each hole at which a competitor makes 
& score either equal to or less than a fixed 
score. 

2. Any breach of rule which entails the 
penalty of disqualification shall only dis- 
qualify the competitor for the hole at which 
the breach occurred; but a competitor shall 
not be exempted from the general disquali- 


| fication imposed by stroke rules 2, 4 and, 5.

Was a Shoe Worker. 

Young Gately was a shoeworker and 
left home more than a year ago. Nov. 
2? a youth suspected of being a burglar 
was shot by a policeman. At various 
times he was identified as five different 
men, and was finally buried under the 
name of Fred Zudeck of New York. 

At one time he was identified as Hy- 
man Weiner of Boston and the body 
was started to Boston, but Weiner was 
found and the body was returned to 
Philadelphia. 

It has been conclusively established 
in Philadelphia that the dead man was 
not a burglar, as the police sought to 
prove.

‘‘With reference to the keeping of Fed- 
eral prisoners in the jail of Montgom- 
ery City I will state that the prison- 
ers have probably been given some 
freedom, but our Sheriff has generally 
followed the instructions and recom- 
mendations of the United States Mar- 
. shal bringing the prisoners ‘to jail. 

‘Tt is my experience that most of the 
Federal prisoners sent here to jail were 
gentlemen, not in the least criminals at 





s heart, but men of good intentions, who 


in a forgetful moment have been 
trapped and made to suffer by reason of 
the all too zealous secret service and 
revenue: men. Of course we cannot 
blame the sleuth, for if he don’t de- 
liver the goods ever so often, he will 
lose his plum. 

‘“T do not consider that the’ recent 
determination of the Hon. D. P. Dyer 
not to send any more Federal prisoners 
to the jail of this county, will hurt the 
reputation of our jail anyway. On the 
other hand, I think we ‘will profit by 
the newly adopted policy of the Judge, 
for if the prisoners sent here be of the 
character above mentioned, our jail will 
soon become to be known as the place 
of unjust incarceration, and if the per- 
sons are really criminals with a nation- 
al-reputation, no citizen of Montgomery 
County has yet fallen so low that he 
rhould be made to associate with such 
characters.” 


Prisoners Stop at Caruther’s Hotel. 
Eome of the prisoners have been 


allowed to stop at a hotel here, 
while others went to the depot to meet 
their friends when they came here to 
visit them, and still another took « con- 
tract to paint a buggy for one of the 
citizens of Montgomery, and executed 
the contract admirably. 

All that Sheriff Earnest required of 
the prisoners, according to report, 
was to return to the fail for 
lodging and none of them failed 
to meet the requirements, none ever 
played hooky or became a fugitive. 

Mrs. Lucy Caruthers and Miss Maggie 
Burt, who conduct one of the finest 
boarding houses in Montgomery City, 
said that it was true that some of the 
Federal prisoners had boarded at their 
hotel, while they were enrolled as Fed- 
eral prisoners at the county jail. 

Miss Burt turned back to .the register 
of last May and pointed to the names of 
R. Vermont and wife of St. Louis, and 
A. Garrett, also of St. Louis, who were 
sent here for selling oleomargarine for 
butter, or for. some other like offense. 

Miss Burt said that when Mr. Ver- 
mont’s wife and Mrs. Garrett came from 
St. Louls their husbands were allowee 
to come from the jall to meet them at 
the hotel and spend a few days there as 
guests, like any other citizens. 

She recalls that one night the prison-

Miss Burt says th it is 
also true that they were allowed t get 
up a fishing party here and went out 
toward Loutre for a day’s recreation. 


Sheriff Earnest says that there was 
never a time while Federal prisoners 
were here that he did not know where 
they were and they had returned to the 
jail.at night, and that the reason he al- 
lowed them the liberties complained of 
was that they were in for light of- 
fenses and were short-term prisoners, 
and that he had been instructed by the 
United States Marshal not to be too 
hard on them, that they were nice fel- 
lows, and fliat he also followed the pol- 
icy of his predecessors in office. 

It was recalled by some of the citi- 
sens here that under a former Sheriff, 
who allowed short-term Federal prison- 
ers liberties, one day one of them ent 
down to the postoffice after the mail. 

Here the prisoner happened to meet 
a United States postoffice inspector, who 
it seems, had played a part inthe 
prosecution tn his particular case. 

He saluted the prisoner: ‘Hello, Bill. 
What are you doing outside of jafl?’’ 
The prisoner replied that he was a 
“trusty,” and had simply come down 
after the mail. This incident reached 
United States Judge Adams of St. 
Louis, who wrote to Mg Wilson a let- 
ter rebuking him for giving the pris- 
oner such libengy. It is said that the 
Feéeral prisoners have enjoyed the 
streets and liberties of the town re- 
peatedly. 

Sheriff Earnest is not a candidate for 
re-election. He has been Sheriff for 
five years. He says he is proud of the 
fact that he has never mistreated a 
prisoner, and that his errors, if he has 
made them, are on the side of mercy 
and leniency.

THE MONROE DOCTRINE. 

“In tnd mind of every American the cherished 
Monroe Doctrine stands almost side by side 
with the Constitution and the Declaration of In- 
dependence, and if from their great devotion 
to that doctrine—which in an impulsive enthu- 
siasm they thought was involved—Americans 
espoused the Venezuelan cause, is that not more 
creditable to them than if they had acted from 
mere personal sympathy?

_ Arbitration, as I have said, is an American 
idea. The very first treaty of peace into which 
the United States entered, the treaty with En- 
gland in 1783, provided that any dispute that 
might arise under it should be settled by arbi- 
tration. The second treaty of peace, the treaty 
of Ghent, made in 1814, also contained an arbi- 
tration clause, which was the means of settling 
several acute disputes that otherwise might have 
reopened the smarting wounds of war. 


ARBITRATION AN AMERICAN IDEA 
SINCE 1783. 
Three times since the war of 1812 peace was 


threatened more darkly than in the Venezuelan 
incident. The first occasion was the dispute as 
to the northeastern boundary, which came to a 
crisis in 1828. War seemed inevitable, but the 
arrangements for arbitration gave time for 
passion to cool and for reason to have a fair 
hearing and thecrisis ended in a compromise. 
Then there were the difficulties arising from the 
Trent affair and the Alabama claims. — 

The force of the idea of arbitration in America 
is well

tion Commission decided in favor of England. 
After the decision was announced it was dis- 
covered that the award was based on false evi- 
dence. But America honorably insisted upon 
abiding by the decision of the Commission and 
paid the award of $5,000,000 to our Canadian

In the 80 years since the treaty of Ghent, 
America has an unbroken record for arbitration. 
Only a short time ago, in 1890, both houses of 
the American Congress joined in a resolution 
authorizing the President to negotiate with the 
powers to the end that differences and disputes 
which cannot be adjusted by dimglomatic agency 
may be referred to arbitration. In all, the United 
States have taken part in 12 great arbitrations. 
Ten of these were arbitrations of disputes with 
Great Britain. Also, we have acted as arbiters 
in six international disputes. 

In no case have the United States ever re- 
fused arbitration. In no case have they made 
War, except for independence and self-preserva- 


jtion. Those facts go far towards assuring peace 


as an outcome of the Venezuela case. 

But the chief danger was passed when En- 
gland recognized the American commission now 
sitting at Washington.

When England acecpted our commission, when 
she made a courteous and tactful offer of facil- 
ities, she insured a peaceful settlement of the 
She might have refused to recognize 
the commission. She not only did recognize it, 
but she also ‘submitted her claim and case to 
it with all the evidence in her possession. 


A PROMISE AND PROPHECY OF THE 
TREATY TO BE SIGNED TODAY. 
But I hope and helieve that both nations will 


provide against the recurrence of such a crisis. 
If you will vigorously carry on your campaign 
of education you can make it most improbable 
that any government will refuse to arbitrate 
such trifling disputes again. 

But as to the future danger let us trust 
that there will eithcr be a treaty or a tribunal 
making tt tmpoasible for the two nations to 
go to war about any tisaue that does not in- 
volve the national independence, the national. 
honor or the national existence. 

Civilization means -that disputes and differ- 
ences, whether individual or international, shall 
be settled by reason or by some judicial process, 
and not by force. Civilization is no more pos- 
sible without peace than permanent peace is 
without arbitration. Yet this does not mean 
peace at any price.

Americans regard as not only just, but as in- 
evitable. 

ENGLAND’S GLORY IS HER LOVE OF 


FREEDOM. 
They believe in the French Revolution. They 


naturally sympathize with the uprising of any 
people against despotism, whether in Greece 
or Hungary, or Poland in the past or in Cuba 
today. 

I cannot help feeling that you, as Englishmen, 
share with the Americans at least in some of 
these sympathies. I have always held it one of 
England’s greatest glories, almost equal to her 
matthless literature, almost equal to her genius 
for conquest, colonization and government in 
the remotest parts of the globe, unsurpassed 
since the days of’ the Romans, that for a century 
she has been for all Europe the strong place of 
refuge for political offenders. 

She, with Switzerland, has been practically the 
only European asylum for liberty-loving révolu- 
tionists and political exiles. She has protected 
all alike, whether anarchists, or monarchist, 
whether. rebel or pretender to a throne, and since 
England has shown this devotion to political 
freedom Englishmen. will understand a aiteilar 
spirit in America. 

However we may differ on many questions, 
we have common sympathies for liberty and hu- 
manity, just as we have @ common language. 

We speak, we read, we think, we feel, 
hope, we love, we pray—aye, we dream—in 
.the same language. The twentieth century 
‘is dawning. Let us dream that it will realize 
our ideals and the higher destiny of mankind.

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PRISON POEM BY SINCLAIR 





Author of “The Jungle” Composes “The Men- 
agerie’’ Through Sleepless Hours, Writes 
It. Out White on the Stone Pile.

WILMINGTON, Del., Aug. 3.—Upton 


Sinclair is out of ‘jail. The Socialist 
author fulfille@ his sentence of 18 hours 
by working on a prison stone pile with 
40 other prisoners, black and white. His 
compatriots from the single tax colony 
at Arden, Del., who went to jail with 
him for the same length of time for 
violating the Sunday blue law, likewise 
had a stone pile experience. 

The author of “The Jungle’ lay one 
night on the stone floor of the steel 
cell without a blanket and with a fel-

cot. He did not close his eyes through- 
out the night. Instead, the surround- 
ings of the place and the moanings of 
many of the 337 convicts inspired him 
to compose a poem. This he did men- 
tally. Subsequently between loads of 
stone that he dumped from a wheelbar- 
row into a stone crusher he wrote it 
out a line at a time. 

The lines are to the night in jail and 
are entitled ‘““‘The Menagerie.’’ The pres- 
ence of unwelcome visitors in the cell 
that Sinclair and his companion, Berk- 
ley Toby, occupied, suggested the circus- 
like name. The poem reads: 

THE MENAGERIE. 

Oh, come, ye lords and ladies of the 
realm, 

Come from your couches soft, your per- 
fumed halls; 

Come watch with me throughout the 
weary hours. 

Here are the sounds to fill your jaded 
nerves, 

Such as the cave men, your forefathers, 
heard 

Crouching in forests of primeval night. 

Here, tier on tier, in steel barred cages 
pent : 

Tife beasts ye breed and hunt through- 
out the world. 

Hark to that snore—some beast tnat 
slumbers deep. 

Hark to that roar—some beast that 
dreams of blood— 

Hark to that moan—some beast that 
wakes and weeps; 

And there, in sudden stillness, hark the 
sound— 

Some beast that rasps his vermin-haunt- 
ed hide. 

Oh, come, ye lords and ladies of 
realm: 

Come, keep the watch 
show is yours; 
Behold the source of all our joy and 

pride, 
These .beasts ye harness fast and set to 
draw 
The chariots of your pageantry 
pomp. ce 
Says the Food Was Vile. 

The Socialist author did not eat nor 
drink during his incarceration. He 
declared the food was too vile to touch 
and that he was afraid of the water. 
The first thing he did after reaching Wil- 
mington was to drink a large bottle of 
spring water. Don Stephens, son of 
Frank Stephens, millionaire founder of 
the Arden Colony, and Fred _  Stein- 
line, who were in the prison party, like- 
wise fasted. All of the martyrs in- 
vaded an ice cream establishment after 
their release. 

“It was nothing more than a lark for 
us all,”’ Sinclair said. ‘‘The experience 
was one of the most interesting I have 
ever’ had. I will write a magazine 
article about it.”’ The author laughed 
when he narrated his work in the pris- 
on quarry. + 

“I wheeled 100 wheéelbarrows of stone 
to the crusher. My companion did 
likewise. We worked seven hours. We 
all wore the regulation jail garb. We 
had two baths. One early this morn- 
ing and another just before we de- 
parted:’’

Sinclair lost three pounds while in 
jail. This, he explained, was due to 
the fasting. A number of times while 
talking with newspaper men, he de- 
clared: “And this for playing tennis on 
Sunday. It makes me feel like blowing 
up someone with a bomb.” He did 
not say who that “‘someone” might be. 

He commented on conditions at the 
workhouse: ‘Oh, these bestial faces! 
I never saw such a parade in my life. 
We were forced to march to the eating 
room with our hands folded and to eat in 
silence. I did not eat. The workhouse 
has a sweatshop that beats any in 
New York a mile. The convicts never 
get out of doors; never see the _ sky. 
Their faces are coyered with boils, and 
there are all kinds of evidence of tu- 
berculosis. It makes a man _ realize 
what the world really is. 

Will Start a Crusade. 

“I think I would be doing a service if 
T could get some lawyer who is a mem- 
ber of the Wilmington Country Club, 
where golf is played every Sunday, to be 
incarcerated there. He would see what 
those poor Treatures have to contend 
with.. I am the picture of health, but 
[I do not think could live in that jail 
two months. It is absolutely impoesi- 
ble to ventilate the cells, and the con- 
victs suffer as a result.”’ 

Sinclair was asked if he felt angry 
over the action of George Brown, the 
philosophical anarchist, in @aving him 
arrested on the trivial charge. ‘No,”’ 
he replied. “If he had not had me ar- 
résted his name would not have been 
printed broadcast.’’ 

Sinclair declared that he was in earn- 
est about making a general enforcement 
of the Sunday law in Wilmington, espe- 
cially at the Wilmington Couptry Club, 
where golf is the Sunday pastime. The 
author would not say when he intended 
to begin the crusade. 

Sinclair said after being sentenced that 
he would play tennis next Sunday just 
tie same. He hae changed his mind. 
“Since then,’ he said, “I have been on 
the stone pile. Besides I have not the 
time to go to jail.”
